I am writing to urge the FCC to take a stand and to use its legal authority to declare
the Internet a public utility and to regulate it as a public utility. Title II of the
Telecommunications Act of 1934 clearly gives the FCC the authority to regulate the
Internet as a public utility.

As you know, ARPANET was funded primarily with public dollars and was the origins of
the Internet. The Internet has revolutionized and continues to revolutionize our world
like no communication device before it. The telegraph, telephone, radio, and computer
each had its place and its day, but they pale when compared to the capabilities and
functions of today’s Internet. The Internet is far too valuable and powerful to allow
the heads of only a few corporations to control it, which is why I am writing today.

One of the keys to the rapid growth and universal usefulness of the Internet was the
free and open access to the basic documents, especially the specifications of the
protocols. That open access is exactly what promoted the growth and development of the
Internet. Today’s current expansion of the Internet is fueled by the realization of
its capability to promote information sharing. We must not let control of the Internet
belong to the few rather than to everyone because free and open access is critical to
both the future evolution of the Internet and to the future of information-sharing.

I am a teacher. I use the Internet numerous times a day with my students in the
classroom, in my lesson-prep, in my research and in my own on-going education. The
Internet i1s an extremely valuable professional tool for me. I also use the Internet
daily in my personal life to engage in leisure activities, shopping, banking, and
staying in touch with friends and family and mentors.

It is no longer debatable that the Internet is one of the world’s most important and
powerful information infrastructures. As such, it is critical, especially in a
democracy, that it remain free and open. Information is power. The FCC must not grant
the power to decide what is and what is not available on the Internet to the large
cable and telecommunication companies. As most infrastructures, it should remain
public.

If the FCC were to turn this valuable infrastructure over to the cable and telecom
companies, those companies will most likely do what they have said they will
do--control the speed of service and create a faster lane for some. Which means that
they will slow down service for others. Given that we’ve seen corporations take
activist’s positions on issues like taxes, religion, gay-marriage, birth control and
other social issues this past decade, there is very little reason to believe that they
will not block content they disagree with or that creates any form of competition for
them. The FCC must not allow this to happen. Internet providers must not be in a
position to control the content available on the Internet.

The United States of America already has Internet speeds that are among the slowest in
the world. Rather than provide all of us the speed that people in other countries
enjoy, the cable and telecommunication companies want to take control of the Internet
so that they can suddenly create faster speeds and sell those to the highest bidders,
and continue to overcharge the rest of us for the pitifully slow speeds.

Instead of turning the Internet over to the big companies--which promotes only more
and more mergers until it is all owned and controlled by one company, the FCC should
insist on competition. The FCC should not approve the Comcast-Time Warner merger and,
in fact, should seek ways to divest some of the larger companies from holdings that
allow them to control information markets.



I urge the FCC to use its legal authority to declare the Internet a public utility and
to regulate it as a public utility. I urge the FCC to use competition to maintain true
net neutrality. Most Americans consider the Internet to be a public utility and the
FCC should take the legal steps to make it so. We want the FCC to do its job and keep
the Internet free and open. For all.

If
speed was to be calculated by pay, then those with amazing products and ideas would be
left behind for the sake of already established and prominent media - who MAY or MAY
NOT have the best ideas or public interest in mind. This is an argument I also repeat
for the Comcast-Time Warner merger, in which speeds could be compromised for the sake
of rising prices on tiers. You may feel as if these businesses have the interest of
customers, but I know, from experience, that the bigger things get, and the more
monopolizing they become, the less compassion they show. It all comes down to money.

Please bolster Title II in your future discussions on net neutrality, and remember
that people like me - lower class artists with strong dreams but little money - rely
on the Internet for extraordinary things. You can make that happen, Mister Wheeler. I
know you can be a hero for underdogs like us, rather than supporting the CEOs who
already have it all and so much more.

Instead of imposing Title II, we urge you to identify regulatory barriers at all
levels of government that could be removed to help existing companies keep upgrading
their networks, but also help Google Fiber, wireless providers and other private
companies to compete.

At the beginning of the emergency, I could not find any
information on what was going on because none of the news or radio stations were
covering it. Finally, I located a small website designed for local residents and was
able to ascertain how the emergency impacted me. After a few hours, the radio and news
stations began reporting on the fire, but by that time, it was too late for people
with life-threatening medical conditions to do anything about being exposed to the
toxic substances.
